Thoughts On War And Peace” 


Throughout our nation Armis- 
tice. Day was celebrated last week 
amid the compelling rhythm of 
drums, the flourish of waving 
flags, the blaze of bands, and the 
flashing of arms. Marching in re- 
view were the sober but colorful 
reminders of the Civil War, the 
Spanish-American War, World 
War I, and World War II. 


Advancing years and ebbing 
strength did not halt the spirit of 
the-Spanish War vets, nor did it 
dampen their fife and drum music. 
It reflected a dying spark of de- 
termination for causes that are 
now pages in history books. 


Gold Star Mothers 

But the highest of the honor 
guests and heroes in the parades 
were the gray haired mothers 
whose windows’ once held gold 
stars—whose kids didn’t return. 
If ever a question of war comes 
let the Gold Star mothers cast 
their ballots. If ever a question of 
armaments and militarism arises 
let them vote. 


Peace came on Nov. 11, 1918 
after the first World War. But in 
1933 Adolf Hitler rose to power 
in Germany. His program was so 
well planned that few of the Ger- 
man people were aware of what 
was happening and no one would 
listen to those who were aware. 
He soon had control over press, 
radio, and then movies. Trained 
propagandists went into the 
schools to indoctrinate the youth 
with the Nietzeche philosophy of 
“might makes right.’ Classic writ- 
ings by American, English, Rus- 
sian, and French authors’ were 
taken into the streets and burned 
because they were “un-German,” 
“subversive,” or “Jew.” 

A Sunday Attack 

Early on Sunday morning Dec. 
7, 1941 Americans learned that 
the Japanese militarists had at- 
tacked the U.S. naval base at 
Pearl Harbor. Every ounce of 
strength of the Allies was hurled 
into the fight for freedom and 
the suppression of Fascism. Then 
the world leaned back on Sept. 2, 
1945 and cheered for peace and 
thanked God it was. all over. 

Today, haunting the youth of 
the world is the dreadful thought 
that maybe they will have to go 
out to kill and be killed. This is 
truly a disheartening obcession, 
but it is very real. Sumner Welles, 
former Undersecretary of State 
said on Oct. 25, “A psychology is

being created in which our. gov: 
ernment is thinking primarily. of 
force as the only effective instru 
ment of policy.”” He added the 
warning that, “That state of mind 
is as menacing to world peace as 
the ‘tinder box’ situation in Ber 
hing” 
No Real Menace 

“Despite the grim headlines, de 
spite the friction and the bicker 
ing, no foreign power actually 
threatens the United States,” says 
an article in the Oct. issue ‘o 
Women’s Home Journal. The ar. 
ticle continues, “No sane persoy 
today believes, in sharp contras 
to the summer of 1940, ‘when Hit 
ler raged across Europe, that wa 
is inevitable. Nonetheless, for th¢ 
first time in American peacetims 
history, the nation’s young me 
are being drafted into the armet 
services. Trouble lies ahead, poten 
tially serious trouble, unless aj 
alert and informed public—not t 
mention the new soldiers them 
selves—fully understand the rea 
sons which made selective servic 
necessary.”’ 


The Journal article goes on ti 
explain, “Congress authorized th 
draft because energetic and cost] 
drives for volunteers had failed 
They failed largely because of th 
inescapable fact that American 
as a whole have no taste for mili 
tary life... As a result the Arm 
could not enlist enough men t 
maintain our occupation forces i 
Germany and Japan. . .” 

We Are Vitally Interested 

As candidates for Army lif 
ourselves, naturally we are inte 
ested in current developments i 
strategic zones or “tinder boxes. 
We also take news over the radi 
in the press, and on the scree 
with a grain of salt, because mo: 
of us don’t realize the true sig 
nificance of these development: 
Everyone is conditioned to thin 
in one way or another and reje¢ 
all other points of view. Ww 
must not let this happen con 
pletely, for that’s what happene 
to the ‘‘Hitler Youth,’’ who wei 
so conditioned by repetitious pr 
paganda that they held high a 
legiance and loyalty to their n 
tional state. Their minds we 
warped with hate for all who o 
posed them. They were united 
but in an unjust cause. 

Our cause is just. Any caus 
for pease and freedom is just. W 
will defend our nation if we trul 
need to defend it, but we will n 
defend it, like the Nazis di 
against a myth. We are loyal t 
our state, and we want pease t 
guide the thoughts of our leaders 
We pray to God that there wi 
never be another Gold _ Sta 
mother.

e saw a football game two 
weeks ago, won by Bakersfield, 
lost by Santa Ana. What was the 
quality that proved the decisive 
factor? In the final analysis, was 
it not the ability of Bakersfield to 
think clearly and to deliver effi- 
ciently under pressure? I think \it 
was. In addition to the mechanical 
ability, Bakersfield also possessed

Bakersfield Alert Throughout 

Bakersfield was a keen, alert, 
heads-up team throughout the 
game against Santa Ana. It had 
to be in order to win because the 
‘Dons were no setup. But Bakers- 
field looked especially good com- 
ing out for the second half with 
speed and fighting capacity and 
drive in the charge of the line. 
Most of the crowd probably credit- 
ed a stirring fight talk for that 
third-period dash that led to vic- 
tery. But do you know what hap- 
pened between the halves? Well, 
here is the picture.

Johnny Fouch scored on the 
first play of the game on a 74 
yard caper that had the crowd 
stunned with its suddenness. In- 
cidentally Fouch carried the bur- 
den of the offensive, accounting 
for 240 yards rushing while carry- 
ing the swineskin 24 times. Fast 
calculation gives us an average of 
ten yards per carry.
